Tjie Municipal Franchise. 

Last yoar, when tin Municipalities 
B'.ll was before the Lojbliitive A.8=iem- 
biy, the question of the fruuuhiso oc- 
casioned th3 cliisf debate. It was 
BtronyJy contended by one section ol 
the Hoilse that rate-payers of foreign 
birth and nationality ought to have 
the right to vote for nijuioipal coun- 
cillors. On the other hand, it was 
contoiuled thut none but British sub- 
jects should have the right tv vote, 
and the chief argument advanced in 
support of this contention was the fact 
th.it in foreign countries British sub- 
jects were not conceded the right, 
ntul that we could not afford to be 
more liberal in this respect than other 
countries. It was, moreover, contend- 
ed that, if we admitted foreigners to 
the municipal franchise the induce- 
ment to seek citizem ship would lie 
lessened. In opposition to this line 
, of argument it was claimed that, in a 
question of this kind, it was less im- 
portant to ask what ot'icr countries did 
than what would most conduce to 
wellbeiug in this country, and it was 
shown that, in many localities the 
foreign element was so large as to 
render the adoption of the Act both 
improbable and unjust. In so far as 
national policy was concerned, it was 
contended that foreign residents would 
be much more likely to be induced to 
seek citizenship by liberal thau by 
coercive legislation. The most effec- 
tual way to win their allegience would 
be by making- them fee] that the laws 
and institutions of the country were 
more liberal and free than those of 
their fatherland. Nc twithstanding 
the stronger arguments employed by 
the more liberal section of the House, 
the exclusive franchise was adopted. 
This session a bill to amend the Muni- 
cipalities Act of last year has l een in- 
troduced by tho senior member for 
Victoria City, the very lirst section of 
which proposes to extend the fran- 
chise to foreign rate-payers; and it will 
have been seen Uiu; tae principle lias 
received the support of a large major- 
ity of the members. The Attorney 
General moved an amsndmant limit- 
ing the franchise to British subjects, 
and i 1 doing so ho professed to know 
that a large majority of the members 
were in favor of that principle; but the 
sequel proved that he bad been nhs- 
t .kan as to the opinions o' members. 
Toe House, in a tit of liberality, went 
even beyond the admission of foreign 
rate-payers and conceded to unmarried 
women who are on the assessment roll 
the right to vote at municipal elections, 
— a right of little importance, 
because it will be little used. Having 
been amended and improved in this 
and various other respects, the "Muni 
cipality Act, 1ST;]," is likely to be more 
generally adopted than it has been. 
Indeed, under the new system of tul- 
m'nist a i n, and with the adoption of 
the principle of rem inerating public 
officers by mo.msof fees, instead of In- 
fixed salaries a< heretofore, municipal 
institutions become almost a neces- 
sity. _ ^ 

Popular Opinion 

The right of petition ant tho freedom 
of speech are among the dearest rights uf 
Briton-t. Secured" to them under the 
Magna CiiAitr.v obtained by the English 
Barons from King John, six and a hull 
centuries ago, those precious rights liuve 
never bison successfully disputed since. 
It is witli regret, not unmixed with sin - 
prise, that we iiav ibserved, within the 
past few days, a disposition evinced by 
Ministers of the Crown to ignore these 
rights. This tlioy have not dared t> do 
openly an 1 directly; but by coarse insult 
and cowardly inuendo, both on the floor of 
tlietloiise and in the columns of their well- 
chosen organ. Ministers have shown 
clearly enough that if they possessed the 
power they would stills an expres ion of 
popular opinion either by petition or 
speech. And why '.' Simply because 
some four hundred respectable and hon- 
est men dared to oppose in a constitution- 
Bland respectful way certain measures of 
the Government which thev conceived to 
be of a dangerous and Inn toil rlur ictcr. 
And this is the p<> tple's (i ivcrnmeut par 
excellence, about which so much has been 
heard! The impression is sought to be 
ni ule tha* because some of the i mors of 
the Ant. -Woman's liijits p ti i n were 
not siated rest leuLs oi Victoria, they are 
therefore "bogus," or 0»e:l worse. Now, 
the question arises, are respectable Brit- 
ish subject! who have spent many years 
in exploring the mountains and develop- 
ing the hidden wealth of the interior to he 
deprived of their political rights simply 
because they happen to be wintering at 
tho capital ? Is this the way those who 
coino from the interior to pais the winter 
amongst us are to be fc.-eate.l? The same re- 
marks apply t» the public meeting, held 
at the Alhambra Hall on Monday evening. 
Inolc at the columns of the organ of the 
G ivernraent, l-'er days they have teemed 
■with vulgar insult offerel to those w ho 
dared to express an opinion hostile to thu 
policy of theadniinistration. 

Th.o Quarantine Hitch. 

It is pretty generally known that the 
local Buiuvl of Health incurred an ex- 
penditure), or more properly a debt, of 
some fourteen thousand dollars last sum- 
mer in their praiseworthy and, as we 
think, eTective efforts to prevent the 
sprju 1 of small-pox in this community, 
lb will, likewise, bo known that a dispute 
B~oso as to whether the bills should be 
paid by tlie Corporation, the Provincial 
Government, or the Dominion Govern- 
ment. That dispute is still unsettled. 
Tno bills aro still unpaid— -to the sorious 
lots and injury of miny poor but honest 
man, Copies of the corr ispomlen c 
which arose between the B >ard of Health 
and tlioPr-" , iiK' a autlnritiea eta', tonoh- 
ing the nioite: - , have Icon sent do ni to 
the Lege hit ,r I. From (lice it void 1 u, - 
pair (bat tho Board ao.od \y|>h every po: - 
ciblo caution and forethought, and for 



the most part under advisement of the 
Ti'val G iveruuient, tue Attorhoy-Genoral 
giving it as his opinion that tho Uoai ni id 
Government would be responsible for any 
expenditure necessarily and properly in- 
curred. Application having boon made 
to the Dominion Financial Inspector (M , 
Tims) while ho was in this city, th t 
gontlem in ventured to express tho folio-. - 
iag opinion : '"This correspondence die i - 
ly shows that tho liabilities referred to 
m"> for liqni a on were incurred by the 
1 oa I wi.hout authori'y irom tho Do- 
m. nion Government. I nog to add, that 
[ have looked ovor tho Colonial Ordin- 
ance, tinder which tho Board of Hoalth of 
Victoria has boon constituted, and find 
that whatever expenses the Board may in- 
cur, in carrying out tho law, must ho 
borne by the City of Victoria. In view of 
these facts, it is very evident that tho 
Dominion Government have nothing 
whatever to do with tho liquidation of 
liability incurred without their sancti m, 
the Board of Hoalth netiug under Muniu- 
pd regulations." Next follows an ex- 
haustive legal opinion given by tho At- 
torney-General, in which, as it seems to 
us, tho liability of the Federal Govern- 
ment is clearly established. And thus 
the matter stands. The Federal authori- 
ties remain mute, and the bills remain 
unpaid. Possibly the most serious phase 
of tho question is this : — Supposo we 
should be threatened with a visitation of 
the small-pox or any other infectious dis- 
ease, now who would he found willing to 
act ? Who would be willing to supply 
either labor or materials? Without any 
reference to tho past, surely no time 
should be lost in making proper pro- 
vision for the future. The small-pox is 
even at the present time in San Francisco, 
and is liable to be introduced horo at any 
tune; and with the recollection of tho 
past before thorn, who could blame the 
health officers if they hesitated to act. 
The matter should be brought boforo the 
Federal authorities without delay, both 
I with a view to having the past adjusted 
j and the future provided for. It is no 
time to appeal to Ottawa when tho tlis- 
i ease is at our door.

Hen. Mr. Beaven said that all the Gov- 
ernment had received wore mere outlines 
and sketches — preliminary works, but 
no complete plans. Ho did not, under 
the circumstances, feel justified iu recom- 
mending the payment of this sum unless 
the pans wo.o forthcoming. The work 
would occupy, ho was credibly inform- 
ed, abo it 00 days. 

Mr. Humphreys said that tho principle 
adopted by the English Government 
where any jobbery was ascertained was 
that the amount above the fair average 
priee was charged to the officers so con- 
tracting. Hi! instanced cases of a similar 
nature that occurred during tho Crimean 
war. Ho would like to know whether tho 
Into Ministry had offered this gentleman 
any lower salary. There were other en- 
gineers in this town wdio would have done 
| the work for $500. Under the circum- 
stances the bead of the department had 
no business to enter into such an agree- 
ment. As a member of this 1 louse he 
felt it to bo his duty to vote against this 
item. 

Mr. Robertson said the policy of the 
old Government was to build the dry 
dock, hence it was necessary to engage 
the most competent engineer who could 
be found. Those that were in the Pro- 
vince had been already absorbed by the 
railway surveys. Mr. Fleming receives 
84500, it would hence have been impos- 
sible to expect to secure the services of 
this gentleman at £500. Had Mr. Bulk- 
ley gone on tho survey he would have re- 
ceived a far larger remuneration. It was 
necessary, in order to uphold tho credit 
of the Government to pass this item. The 
agreement is \ery plain. The Govern- 
ment held Mr. Bulkley to his agreement, 
but left themselves open in ease the 
House should not sanction the agreement 
that he should receive £.')()() if his services 
should terminate on 1st Feb., 1873. The 
justification for this bargain was that his 
services could not have been secured at a 
loss figure, In any case the Government 
was now in dutv bound to act up to this 
agreement. It is Mr. Bulkley's opinion 
and that of competent authorities that 
these plans and sketches are carefully 
executed and ample for tho jim-poscs for 
which they were drawn. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem had to deal with the 
agreement and he would express it as his 
opinion that an attempt was made to se- 
j cure Mr. Bulkley's services at a lower 
I figure. Mr. Bulkley had received higher 
I compensation in India, where ho had 
been engaged in similar work. He (Mr. 
Walkem) contended that the agreement 
was as binding on the Government as on 
an individual. Wo could not claim that 
the agreement compelled Mr. Bulkley to 
produce complete plans. 

Hon Mr. Beaven — Did I understand tin 1 
lion, seuior member for Esquimalt to sa\ 
that Mr. Bulkley came here with certifi- 
cates that he had been C.iief Engineer of 
tin; Bombay Water Works '! 

Mr. Robertson — I so understood, 

Mr. McOreight drew attention to the 
imperative character of the resolutions 
passed by the House hist session with re- 
spect to the Dry Dock and Victoria W.itd- 
Works. The Government made th,! best 
agreement with Mr. Bulkley that it could 
and £8JJ was a small sum to nay a in in 
with such testimonials; at any rate, his 
services could not tie had for less. He 
should be glad to know what h in. gen- 
tlemen would have bad them do under the 
circumstances. He threw no imputations 
upon engineers here when he said that 
tlio building of a Dry Dock was a special 
matter and the local engineers had had 
no experience in that line; ami, besides, 
they were all ongaged on the Riilway, 
The great thing was to obtain the bed 
available talent to carry out tin.' wishes of 
the House. Mr. Bulkley say, that the 
plans are quite sufficient to work with; a 
gentleman lately employed at the Lauds 
and Works says no. With the latter he 
(Mr. MeCreignt) did not agree. The pro- 
sent Government was disposed to make 
this au open question, but h • could no; 
sen how a solemn pie Ige of the Govern- 
ment could be violated, especially when 
it it lemembored that Mr. Bulkley was 
employed two months on the Alexandra 
Bridge. He could not sec any impro- 
priety in the mat tor. i.nd courted the full- 
est investigation before a Select Commit- 
tee. 

.Mr. Humphreys saw by the contract 
that the services' of Mr. Bulkley wore se- i 
cured for three years, and if his service-, 
were dispensod with before the end of 
that period, 82500 compensation should 
he paid him. The matter did not hear, 
then, as ugly a look as it did at first; bill 
if Mr. Bulkley would furnish the plans 
and specifications ho [.Mr. Humphreys) 
thought be ought to be paid the sum. 

Hon. Dr. Ash though the Government 
bound to pay the 82500; and said thai 
this House last session thought that Mr. 
B dklev ought to bo compensated for tie' 
ve.y great expense and labor he bad boon 
men put to furnish plans. How could the 
House expect to receive complete plans 
of a dock that was still iu the clouds, ---of 
which not even tho site had been chosen ? 

Mr. Humphreys— We only want the 
plans as far us he has gone. 
Hon. Dr. Ash — Those he has given. 
Mr. Booth said a statement hud boon 
made by tho Chief Commissioner that ne- 
cessary plans and specifications had not 
been furnished. Tho resolution of the 
House last year called for necessary plans 
v ml specifications, which, it appeared, 
had not been done and the agreement was 
not creditable to the lute Government. 

Mr. Barnston said tlio agreement was 
legal nn. I binding. The man was engag- 
ed for tbreo years. Ho was expected to 
tie himself down to that duly exclusively 
and if discharged before tho oloso of tho 
three years he is clearly entitled to com- 
pensation. 

Hon. Mr. DoCosmos thought the lata 
Government justified in calling to their 
aid tho most eminent engineer they could 
find. Tho works were important, and in- 
volved tho expenditure of a largo amount 
of mouoy, and tho best titleuc should ho 



bad to prepared the plans. Tho resolu- 
tion of tho llouso was imperative, and in 
the employment of Mr. Bulkloy tho late 
Government was justified. But ho did 
not consider any but working plans the 
'•necessary plans and specifications." The 
present Government intended to carry out 
the agreements of the late Govornmont, 
and it must not go abroad that they wore 
disposed to break faith with Mr. Bulkley 
lie moved that the HoTlse vote the sum 
and refer the matter to three arbitrators, 
disinterested persons. 

Mr. Todd thought tho Government 
could have discharged tho man on tho 1st 
of February, with throe months' notico 

Mr. Bunster vigorously opposed tho 
vote. There were three competent engi- 
neers in the Province besides Mr. Bulk- 
ley, viz: Messrs. llomfray, Gastineau and 
Patterson. The last named gentleman 
furnished elaborate information last ses- 
sion as to the practicability of bringing 
water from Coldstream. He denounced 
the proposition to pay this sum when 
roads and bridges were so necessary. 

Mr. Hughes thought tho Government 
was uouuil to pay tho money. Mr. Bulk- 
ley had fulfilled his agreement, tho Gov- 
ernment was bound to fulfil theirs. He 
should support the resolution of tho lion, 
Premier. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem opposed the resolu- 
tion of the hon. Premier. It was unfair 
to refer the matter to arbitrators. The 
agreement was positive and binding, and 
the engineer had fulfilled his part of it. 
d'o refer the agreement to arbitrators 
would place tho House and the Govern- 
ment in a false position. A site had not 
been .-elected by the Government, there- 
fore how could tho plans be . completed? 

Mr. Booth said that the llouso author- 
ized the Government to employ a compe- 
tent person to prepare plans and now the 
House was told by the hon. Chief Com- 
missioner that they are not complete. 

Mr. Robson said that every legal gen- 
tleman had pronounced the agreement 
binding. In his opinion tho honor of the 
Government, the House and tho Province 
were at stake. The proposition to refer 
the matter to arbitrators was absurd. 

Hou. Mr. Beaven replied that Mr. Bulk- 
lev had not furnished (ho necessary plans 
and specifications required by the bond. 
But tlial was a matter w hich might be left 
to arbitration as proposed by the hon. 
Premier. The plans furnished by Mr. 
Bulkley were simply preliminary designs 
on tracing cloth. 

Mr. Barnston said that, aftor hearing 
further o planation, lie was of opinion 
that 82,500 was due Mr. Bulkley and 
ought to be paid immediately. Was it 
reasonable to ask Mr. Bulkley to furnish 
complete plans of a Graving Dock when 
the site had not been selected. 

Mr. Smithe thought tho Govorerment 
ought to be glad to get out of the scrape 
in which they were in on payment of 82,- 
500 [ a laugh. 1 The agreement was that 
if the sum of 82,oi0 was not paid to Mr. 
Bulkley on the 1st Feb. ho would bo en- 
titled to remain in the service for the re- 
mainder of tho term of threo years, 
[Hear.] 

Mr. Kobinson said that by tho agree- 
ment the only thing left the Government 
to do was (o demand the plans, in what- 
ever state they might be, pay Mr. Bulkley 
the 8'2,oou and let him go. [ Hear. | 

The amendment was carried — 12 to 10. 

Hon. Mr. Walkem moved an amend- 
ment to tiie effect that tlio arbitrators have 
power to carry out the agreement with 
Mr. Bulkley." 

A point of order was raised, to docide 
which Mr. Speaker was appealed to. 

The Speaker decided that the amend- 
ment was out of order. 

The Committee resumed its sitting.

EVENING SESSION, 

Mr. Speaker took tho Chair at 7:30 

o'clock p.m. 

ROAD. 

Mr. Mara wished to know whether the 
Government would be willing to place 
810 10, or at least half that amount to con- 
tinue the road from Ducks to Chase's j half th 



Those who wished to clear and sottle 
land should not bo crowded out by job- 
bers and speculators. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos looked to groat re- 
sults from this tax. It was not tho amount 
it would, yield but the information it would 
collect. Referring to tlio Pugot Sound 
Agricultural Company, ho said ho behov- 
ed that if tlio land were cultivated it 
would produce a groat amount of wealth. 
But the hardship of 2 per cent to small 
landowners would bo very great and ho 
would ask his lion, colleague not to press 
the amendment. 

Mr. Robson thought 1 per cent on the 
Puget Sound Agricultural Co. on a value 
of SM00 per aero would boa swindling tax. 

Hon. Dr. Ash showed that the value of 
the 0,000 acres of land around Victoria if 
Talued at 1 per cent, would yield some- 
thing like 815,000. Surely this was a 
sufficient sum to draw from this tax. 
i i Hon. Mr. Beaven spoke in favor of 1 
por cent. 

Mr. McCroight moved an amendment to 
exempt railway lands from tho application 
of this tax. IIo forcibly showed that capi- 
talists would not invest in tho Railway un- 
dertaking, when by such a tax tho wild 
lands would be practically valueless. 

Hon. Mr. DeCosmos said that he was 
Director of ono of t he Railway Companies 
which hud applied for an exemption for- 
ever from this land taxation. Ho (Mr. 
DoCosmos) had objected to this as unfair 
to private individuals. This Company 
have tho power of raising the price of land 
to any extent. By the. amendment offered 
their hinds would bo exempt. 

Mr. Robertson showed that tho Privy 
Council had clearly ex pressed their policy 
against tlio tax. Wo jeopardize the pass- 
ing of tho bill if we insist on this clause. 
Wo lose nothing at present and we. should 
always bo in time to impose this tax in 
future. 

Mr. Walkem said that tho bill was ob- 
jected to by the Dominion Government 
not bocauso it was unconstitutional, but 
because it would bo impolitic. Now, if 
we do in future repeal and amend it, the 
Company will complain on tho score of 
an infringement of their rights. Besides 
there would he the standing absurdity of 
those who bouMit from the company be- 
ing taxed, when tho Company itself would 
be exempt. 

Mr. Robson contended that this llouso 
had the constitutional power to tax those 
lands; but he pointed to its want of policy 
in the application of this right, [hoar.] 

Mr. McOreigbt said this was not a ques- 
tion of policy, but of contract. The Rail- 
way would bo the agents of the Dominion 
Government in that behalf. We trans- 
ferred this land to tho Dominion for the 
purposes of carrying out an agreement 
between the high contracting parties. He 
therefore, in the tooth of this contract, 
did not think it prudent to press this tax 
on railway lands. 

The amendment was lost and the clause 
imposing a tax of one per cout. per acre 
was passed. 

At 11% o'clock the Comniitteo rose and 
reported the Bill complete with amend- 
ments. 

House adjourned till Thursday at 2 p.m.
